BRITAIN AND JAPS

Four Important Sugges- 
toms From American 
Delegations So Far Have 
Been Turned Down. 


Geneva, June 20.—The American 
delegations on the League of Nations 
subcommissions considering various 
phases of disarmament stand were de- 
feated at every turn on their pro- 
posals looking to reduction of the 
chances of war. 

The military subcommissica, follow- 
ing the lead of the naval subcom- 
mission in its opposition to American 
proposals, has vetoed the motion made 
by the Americans Tuesday and call- 
ing for inclusion of trained reserves 
in the basis of comparison of military 
armaments. 

Upon the failure of the latest Amer- 
jean suggestion General Nolan, of the 
American group, gave a lengthy state- 
ment to the commission, in whieh he 
pointed out reasons for the American 
proposal as to trained reserves. 

To date four important American 
suggestions have been rejected by the 
league's subcommissions, the lineup of 
nations usually showing Great Britain 
and Japan with the Americans, and 
France and Italy heading the list of 
opponents. 

The first two defeats for the Ameri- 
ean delegations came in the naval sub- 
commission. First the commissioners 
refused to consider naval disarmament 
apart from other forms of disarma- 
ment and later they rejected an Ameri- 
can motion to base all future reduc- 
tions on classes of naval craft. The 
military subcommission not only re- 
fused the American delegatiois move 
to include reserves in training in peace 
time in the list of effective items of

REFUSAL TO LEAVE

Woman Staggers From 
Building and Drives to 
Police Station Where 
She Collapses. 


Camden, N. J.,: June 29.—(Ph)— 
Paul W. Fuersten, director of 
Camden [Philharmonic orchestra, was 
arrested today charged with shoot- 
ing Mrs. Harriet Vickers, 25 years 
old, in his apartment here. 

Mrs. Vickers, shot twice through 
the back, stumbled from the room, 
drove her automobile to a_ police 
station here and collapsed on the floor 
as she tried to describe the affair. 
At the Cooper hospital, physicians 
said she would die. 

Returned to Husband. 

Mrs. Vickers had been separated 
from her husband, but recently went 
back to live with- him. When she re- 
vived at the hospital sufficiently to 
make a brief statement she said she 
had known Fuersten during the time 
she lived apart from her husband. 

“I received a telephone call from 
Fuersten at noon today,” she said. 
“He said he wanted to see me about 
something important and asked me 
tu come to his apartment. I found 
him intoxicated and he berated me 
for going back to my husband. As I 
turned to leave the room he reached 
for his pistol and fired twice. I felt 
the two shots sting me in the back. 
Somehow I got down to the street 
and my automobile and to the police 
station.” 

Mrs. Vickers was seen to stagger 
from her motor car in front of the 
police station, blood streaming frem 
her wounds. As she entered the roll- 
room several policemen on duty there 
thought she was ill and to her 
assistance. “Help me,” shé@@tried, and 
fell in a heap on the floor. 

Blood Stains on Door. 

Police sent to Fuersten’s apartment 
were unable to find the orchestra 
leader in his room. The bed was 
rumpled, table turned over and there 
were blood stajns on the white door. 

Patrolmen MacDonald and Moll, 
who searched the apartment, said they 
found a razor, opened, under Fuer- 
sten's pillow. <A few minutes later 
the police broke open a door of a pub- 
lic room near Fuersten’s apartment 
and found him backed against the 
wall and with a drawn revolver. The 
weapon was knocked from his hand 
and he was arrested. 

Search of the musician’s rooms re- 
vealed letters and several music scores 
which Fuersten is said to have been 
composing. A _ short one, written in 
the same handwriting as the musi<, 
scores, was dedicated to “My Lover.’ 
It ended with the words, “What's the 
use? Death follows life.”

Washington, June 29.—Appearing 
at a night session of the senate com- 
mittee investigating the Pennsylvania 
primary, Attorney General George 
W. Woodruff defended his action in 
using W. C. T. U. contributions for 
prohibition enforcement. 

“If anybody wants to test it out.” 
he said, “the courts of Pennsylvania 
are open.” Woodruff said the con- 
stitution required the executive to en- 
force the law and that he was free 
to do this in any way not expressly 
forbidden. 

He admitted a contribution of $17,- 
600 to Pinchot's senatorial cam- 
paign. 

“Pilloried,” Claims Woodruff. 

When Reed attempted to question 
Woodruff about hig financial stand- 
ing, the witness protested that he 
was being “pilloried before the news- 
paper world.” Finally he admitted 
that he- was worth $250,009. 

“How did you get it?” 
Red@, of Missouri, asked. : 

“That isn't anything you have a 
right to ask me,” Woodruff replied. 

“I don’t want to compel you to do 
anything,” Reed explained. “But we 
have a right to psk the question and 
if you decline to answer it the respon- 
sibility is yours.”

He had 
always saved from his salary and 
had bought stocks and bonds and re- 
invested his earnings, byt that he had 
not engaged in any financial activities 
since’ becoming attornéy genera) of 
Pennsylyania, he said.

IN FIRST ROUND 
BEFORE COURT 


Prosecuting Attorney Ad- 
mits Inability To Prove 
Florida Millionaire 
Murdered His Wife. 


ELLIOTT IS FREED 
IN .$25,000 BOND 


State Indicates That It 
Will Attempt To Obtain 
Conviction On Man- 
slaughter Charge. 


St. Petersburg, Fla., Jun. 29.—(/) 
FK..M. Elliott, charged with the mur- 
der of his wife, today was bound over 
to the grand jury under $20,000 bond 
after the district attorney had admit- 
tec to the court there was no possi- 
bility of obtaining a conviction of 
murder in the first degree. 

The district attorney indicated he 
would seek a conviction for man- 
slaughter. 

The preliminary hearirg today fol- 
lowed the verdict of a coroner’s jury 
yesterday which found that Mrs. El- 
liott came to her death at the hands 
of her husband. Mrs. Elliott died on 
Saturday as a result of a fractured 
skull which sue was said to have re- 
ceived when she fell from the rear 
doorway of the home onto a concrete 
pavement. Police charged that Elliott 
either pushed or caused his wife to 
fall. 

Elliott tonight was back at home 
after furnishing bond. 

Dramatic Scene. 

Today’s hearing came to a dramatic 
conclusion when the millionaire de- 
veloper took the stand and related a 
dramatic story of the tragedy. When 
he had finished his eyes filled with 
tears and he dropped back into his 


chair, his face buried in his hands. 
“Is it a fact, Mr. Elliott, that you 


loved your wife very much?” his at- 
torney asked. 
“My God, what a question,” he sob- 
bed. “Of course I loved her, more 
than words can tell, I have given 
her diamonds, automobiles, fine homes, 
evérything that her heart could desire.”’ 
“But,” he added, his voice dying 


down almost to a whisper, “Mrs. Elli- 
ott has been a sick woman for many 


years. She has had u number of 
serious operations, She was highly 
nervous, and at times weuld do things 


for which she was not responsible.. 


She would drive the car through the 
garage, strike at me with a golf club, 
and do many other things. This di- 
verce question had become an obses- 
sion with her. I had tried to get her 
not to file the bill, and we had agreed 
to leave at once for our lodge in the 
northern woods, but now, it is all 
over.” 
Attends Wife’s Funeral. 

Earlier in the afternoon Elliott had 
attended the funeral of his wife at a 
local undertaking parlor, and had 
broken down there when he viewed 
the body for the last time. 

The preliminary hearing, which had 
been set for 2 o'clock, was postponed 
until 4 o’clock on account of the 
funeral. Elliott, who spent the night 
in the county jail at Clearwater, came 
to St. Petersburg in the custody of 
two officers who remained with him 
during the funeral. 

During the examination, Elliott, 
who sat between his attorneys, was 
engaged in making notes of the testi- 
mony, and when the cross-examination 


started, he prompted the attorneys. 

The doctor said it was possible that 
the injury to Mrs. Elliott could have 
been caused by a fall from the resr 
steps of the Elliott home. 

This was corroborated by Dr. John 
A. Herring, who made the x-ray pic- 
ture which he exhibited to the court. 

The case will go to the grand jury 
and in the event Elliott is indicted 
he will be tried at the December term 
of circuit court.

TO DISBURSE FUND 


Washington, June 29.—(/)—Under 
the Clarke-MecNary act, the forest ser- 


vice will distribute $607,670 among 33 
states to aid in preventing forest fires 
and $35,000 will be spent generally 
in forest taxation studies, In an- 
nouncing today that both sums _be- 
come available July 1, the star: of the 
government's new fiscal year, the de- 
partment of agriculture declared that 
states to receive about $20,000 each 
for forest fire prevention’ include 
North Carolina, Alabama, Virginia and 
Louisiana. 

These states, the department said, 
also are included ir the apportion- 
ment: Tennessee, Mississippi, Ken- 
tucky, Georgia and Maryland. 

Pointing out that funds reaching 
$3.500,000 will be spent next year by 
these states cooperatively with land 
owners, Corestry. officials said that 
“adequately to protect the 330,000,000 
acres of forest land, exclusive of the 
national forests, located in these 353 
states, would require about $9.00€ 000 
per annum, or less than 3 cents an 
acre.”

Many Plans Discarded. : 


The vote on the cooperative mar- 
keting bill came <fter 10 hours’ con- 
tinuous session during which a wide 
range of proposals to change tariff 
and railroad rates for the benefit of 
the former and to aid him by. other 
methods, had been thrown into the dis- 
card, 

The vote on the Fess proposal came 
late in the day and without pausing 
for a dinner recess, the senate sent 
one substitute after another down to 
crushing defeat. 

Senator Robinson, or Arkansas, the 
democratic leader, reoffered his pro- 
posal for establishment of a $200,- 
000.000 farm export corporation, but 
it was rejected 26 to 51. : 

Senator Powell, republican, Ne- 
braska, called for another yote on 
the equalization fee measure with a 
provision excluding all farm commodi- 
ties except wheat from payment of 
the fee. It was smothered by a 22- 
to-55 vote. 3 

Senator Moses, republican, New 
Hampshire, moved to refer all substi- 
tutes to the agriculture committee but 
at the suggestion of Senator Robinson, 
his motion was tabled, 40 to 38. 

Probe Plan Causes Fight. 

Then a fight. more bitter even than 
that over the Fess bill. was provoked 
when Senator Robinson offered an 
amendment to direct the tariff com- 
mission to investigate foreign and do- 
mestic costs of production with a view 
to lowering tariff rates for the benefit 
of the farmer. 

Immediately Senator Curtis, of 
Kansas, the republican leader, suggest- 
ed an amendment to the Robinson 
proposal to direct the tariff commis- 
sion to investigate tariff rates to de- 
termine if they could either be raised 
or lowered without injury to the 
farmer. 

In the midst of the argument that 
developed, Senator Reed, democrat, 
Missouri, offered an amendment to the 
Curtis amendment, which Curtis ac- 
cepted and the senate adopted. 


Tariff Board Protected. 


The Reed amendment proposed to 
make it a felony for any government 
official or individual to interfere 
with the tariff commission by threat 
to remove a commissioner from office 
or by any other influences that would 
tend to impair his judgment. It pro- 
vided a penalty of $10,000 or one 
year imprisonment. 

The senate adopted the amended 
Curtis amendment by a vote of 47 to 
31, but the Curtis and Reed amend- 
ments died when Senator Robinson 
withdrew his amendment with the 
declaration that the Curtis amendment 
has emasculated it. 

Senator Mayfield, democrat, Texas. 
then came forward with a proposal for 
repeal of section 15-A, or the “rate- 
making’ provision of the transporta-

The administration made a supreme 
fight for the Fess bill which repre- 
sented the maximum length to which 
the president was willing to go in 
aiding agriculture. He issued a pub- 
lic statement urging action by con- 
gress. Secretary of Agriculture 


Jardine tramped the marble corridors 


of the senate office building, hat in 
hand, soliciting votes. But to no 
avail. 

While due credit doubtless will be 
given the administration for this ef- 
fort, most of the political advantages 
which the republicans might have 
gained from this activity was can- 
celled by the fact that the bill was 
scuttled with the assistance of old

“This bears no more resemblance to a 
farm relief bill than Mars to a potato 
bug sitting on a vine waiting for a 
dose of Paris green.”

Stafe commerce and shipping board 
vessels; another by Senator Short- 
ridge, republican, California, provid- 
ing for an advertising fund for agri- 
cultural products by pro-rate charges 
against producers; one by Senator 
Bruce, democrat, Maryland, for the 
appointment of an investigating com- 
mission to determine what legisla- 
tion agriculture needs, and an amend- 
ment by Senator Blease, democrat, 
South Carolina, to prohibit railroads 
from charging freight rates more than 
one-twentieth of the selling price on 
farm products.

Testimony was given by Wright that 
one of his “under cover” men, known 
to the committee as “Mr. Z,” got 
into some difficulties with the au- 
thorities while he was on the Wom- 
en’s Christian ‘Temperance union’s 
payroll in Pennsylvania.

“And you had to get the railroads 
over there owned by Gary to put in 
one of the railroad employees.” 

Refers to Baird. 

He referred to Frederick C. Baird, 
employed by the Bessemer & Lake 
Erie railroad, a subsidiary of the 
United States Steel corporation. 

“He is an excellent man,” retorted 
Wright. 

“Employed by a private company to 
enforce the public laws of the com- 
monwealth,” Reed came back. 

“He did amazingly good work,” 
Wright insisted. 

“Which I rise to remark,” Reed 
said, “is about as illegal a proposi- 
tion as has ever been presented to me 
in my life. It is destructive to all 
publie government, because it becomes 
private government; but am not 
going to argue the question.” 

“If you will give me the privilege,”

Fifty per cent of Atlanta school- 
children were found defective during 
the last school year, despite the inten- 
sive health program promulgated by 
high school officials, according to the 
annual report of Miss Lillian Alex- 
ander, superintendent of public, health 
nurses of the city. The report was 
made Tuesday at the regular _bi- 
weekly -meeting of the sanitary com- 
mittee of city council, of which Coun- 
cilman W. E. Saunders is head. 

A total of 27,555 school-children 
were examined by doctors and nurses 
connected with the city health de- 
partment during the last school year, 
and half of this number were found 
physically defective in some manner, 
Miss Alexander’s report pointed out. 
Many of these defects were of a mi- 
nor nature and corrective measures 
were instituted immediately, some of 
them being cleared up within a few 
weeks, 

A tabulation of effectiveness of the 
corrective and eliminative efforts 
were not accessible. Pre-school chil- 
dren showed even a higher percentage 
of defectiveness, according to the re- 
port, and out of 1,159 examined, 76 
were pronounced defective, 

Public health nurses made 19,000 
visits during the fiscal year ending 
Tuesday. Miss Alexander is in 
charge of 22 public health nurses.

Restriction of daily newspa- 
pers to six pages and prohibition of 
all special supplements excepting tech- 
nical ones. 

(3). Prohibition of the opening of 
new bars, cafes, hotels, cabarets, pas- 
try shops and night dancing resorts. 

(4). Prohibition of the construction 
of private houses and villas of a luxu- 
rious type. The only new construc- 
tion permitted is of cheap houses for 
workers, farm laborers, and small 
salaried employees, farm houses, or 
cooperative apartments representing 
the district investment of small pri- 
vate savings. Special governmental 
aid is given for the building of cheap 
houses for employees of large indus- 
trial establishments. 

(5). Announcement that agree- 
ments have been reached for the re- 
duction in price, without hurting the 
quality, of iron, cements, bricks and 
plaster. 

(6). Announcement that steps have 
been taken to help large employers 
open canteens in order to sell food 
to their employees at the lowest pos- 
sible prices. 3 

(7). Announcement that agree- 
ments have been reached with indus- 
trialists to help in the production of 
domestic metals. 

(8). A special committee to help in 
the utilization of domestic fuels and 
minerals and to stimulate their pro- 
duction. 

(9). Authorization for the mixing 
of gasoline with alcohol, effective No- 
vember 1. 

The decrees also authorize the ex- 
tension of activities for the sale of 
food stuffs to state employees resident 
in Rome. Minister of National Econ- 
omy Beluzzo has been directed to 
study the advisability of using at 
least 15 per cent of other cereals in 
the milling of wheat flour.

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CHINESE WAR LORD TO FURNISH PLANE 


Chita in Circling Dash

Chita, Siberia, June 29.—Exactly 
on schedule time this morning, Ed- 
ward Evans and I left the trans- 
Siberian train which has carried us 
2,200 miles, from Omsk-to Chita, on 
our trip to break the record for circ- 
ling the globe. This brief dispatch 
I am transmitting in the 32 minutes 
between trains. 

At 10:17 our train leaves for Man- 
chouli, on the Russo Manchurian 
front where we change trains and 
connect with the Chinese Eastern 
operated by the soviet as far as 
Changchun. 
chouli tonight at 11:10. Harbin to- 
morrow night at 11:35, and Chang- 
chun Thursday at 4 in the morning. 
At Changchun one of the most criti- 
cal episodes of our trip begins. An 
airplane loaned us by Chang Tso Lin, 
Manchurian war lord, is to take us 
from Changchun to Mukden and 
from Mukden to <Antung on the 
Korean border. 

We expect to arrive at 7:45 Thurs- 
jay morning which will give us an 
hour and twenty minutes to catch 
the train to Fusan where we take a 


We should reach Man- 


boat to Shimonoseki, Japan. Our 
trip from there to Yokohama will be 
made by train. From Harbin to 
Antung we must travel more than 
500 miles by train and plane in nine 
hours and a half. At Chita this 
‘morning we are more than 10, 

miles by ordinary modes of travel, 
from our starting point, New York. 
However, our long plane jumps have 
cut this distance down to about 9,000 
miles, 

Upon our arrival at Chita we were 
13 days, eight hours and fifteen min- 
utes out of New ¥ork, elapsed time, 
with an average of about 680 miles 
a day. Over 28 miles an hour for 
every hour since our departure from 
the battery. 

We are far ahead of every previous 
world racer. John Henry Mears 
whose record we are attempting to 
break, was nearly 19 days in reach- 
ing Harbin which we should reach 
saiely by train tomorrow afternoon 
after less y 15 days of travel. 
Andre Jaeger Schmidt required about 
the same time that Mears did for the 
lapse from New York to Paris and 
from Paris to Harbin. Nellie Bly. 
who set the first record, in 1889, had 
only reached Brindisi, Italy, on her 
fourteenth day.

Rome, June 29.—The former social- 
ist deputy, Tito Zaniboni, accused of 
‘an attempt against the life of Premier 
Mussolini early in November of last 
year, has confessed, according to a 
report of the attorney general pub- 
lished today. ae 
Signor Zaniboni, a unitarian 80- 
cialist, was arrested in the. Marini- 
Strand hotel on Nevember 4, armed 
with a. light-weight machine gun, 
which he had trained on a balcony of 
the Chigi palace from which Premier 
Mussolini was to speak an hour later. 
Socialist newspapers throughout the 
world accused the fascist government 
of a frame-up for publicity purposes, 
and the alleged confession of Signor 
Zaniboni, who claims sole responsibil- 
ity for the deed, admitted his anti- 
fascist activities, according to the at- 
torney general, and declared that Gen- 
eral Luigi Capello, who was arrested 
at the same time, had nothing to do 
with the attempted assassination. 
Since Signor Zaniboni was a mem- 
ber of Grand Orient Masonic lodge, 
all lodges pertaining to the Giustiana 
palace were occupied by fascists. 
Signor Zaniboni declared that his 
opposition to the fascist officials was 
defensive rather than offensive, ac- 
cording to the attorney general. W hen 
time came for action he dismissed 
those who had known of the plot and 
acted entirely alone, the attorney gen- 
eral said. Thus Signor Zaniboni 
hoped to assume the sole responsi- 
bility.
